— The United 
S tates » gov ernment disav ows all re­ 
sponsibility for rem arks m ade by Rei>- 
resentatjv e Rainey of Illinois in the 
hou se, abou t two w eeks ago, criticis­ 
ing President Obaldia of Panam a, ac­ 
cording to a letter sent by Secretary 
of S tate Bacon to C. C. .Arosem ena, 
m inister from Panam a, in reply to a 
protest by the latter m ade by direction 
of the m inister’s gov ernm ent. 
At the sam e 
tim e the 
secretary 
points ou t that the v iews of indiv idu al 
m em bers are not to be taken as ex ­ 
pressing the v iew s of the gov ernm ent, 
and declares that none of the state­ 
m ents m ade by Mr. Rainey “concern­ 
ing 
which he 
(the president) 
has 
know ledge has any fou ndation in fact.” 
Mr. Bacon’s letter follows: 
“ Sir: 
The president, directs me to 
say in answ er to y ou r com m u nication 
of Feb. 9 , 19 09 , that the rem arks com­ 
plained of were m ade in the hou se of 
representativ es. 
U nder the constitu ­ 
tion we hav e, for w hat we regard as 
wise reasons, prov ided that for any 
speech or debate in either hou se they 
(senators and representativ es) 
shall 
not be qu estioned in any other place. 
“This prov ision we regard as essen 
tial to secu re fu ll liberty of speech to 
the elected representativ es of the peo­ 
ple, and we feel that su ch liberty of 
speech 
shou ld 
be 
preserv ed, 
ev en 
thou gh it may occasionally be abu sed. 
“It ou ght to be u nderstood, howev er, 
tha t the u tterances of indiv idu al mem 
bers are not to be taken as ex pressing 
the v iews either of the gov ernm ent of 
the U nited S tates or of the hou se in 
which su ch rm arks are made. 
As re­ 
gards the statem ents in qu estion made 
by R epresentativ e Rainey , the presi 
d ent attached so little im portance to 
them that he had not ev en read them 
u ntil y ou r protest came. 
He has now 
read them , and none of them concern­ 
ing which he had knowledge has any 
fou ndation 
in 
fact. 
The 
president 


w ishes me to recall to y ou r aittention 
that the attack was made ev en more 
u pon Am ericans, inclu ding the presi­ 
dent-elect, than u pon the officials of 
Panam a. 
The president need hardly 
say that this gov ernm ent disav ows all 
responsibilty for the rem arks of Rep­ 
resentativ e Rainey to which y ou refer. 
“Accept, sir, the renew ed assu rance 
of my high consideration, 
“ROBERT BACON.” 
In his protest Mr. A rosem ena m en­ 
tioned no nam es, sim ply calling atten­ 
tion to two pu blic addresses in the 
hou se which he say s “constitu te a di­ 
rect attack u pon the president of my 
cou ntry as well as u pon the fair name 
and adm inistration of the repu blic of 
Panam a.” 
He requ ested a disav owal 
of the offensiv e rem arks concerning 
the president and repu blic of Panam a 
su ch as may be deem ed ju st and com­ 
m ensu rate “with the deep and u nw ar­ 
ranted inju ry ” inflicted u pon President 
Obaldia.

Ru dy ard Kipling adv ertised as no other town has ev er been—liv es Mrs. Ev erard 
Charles Cotes, the popu lar Canadian writer, better known by her maiden name, 
Sara Jeanette Du ncan. 
Mrs. Cotes was born in Brantford, Ont., in 1862, the eldest dau ghter of Charles 
Du ncan, Esq., and receiv ed her edu cation in the pu blic schools and the Collegiate 
Institu te of her nativ e town. She tried teaching for a time, bu t soon discov ered 
that she had talent for writing which was clamoring for dev elopment, so she bade 
the children good-by e with pathos in her v oice bu t a feeling of joy ou s relief in 
her heart and started into literatu re. Some win literary su ccess in a single bold, 
brilliant charge; to others the pu blishers and pu blic su rrender only after a long* 
hard siege—as Mrs. Cotes fou nd it. 
Her v erse and prose seemed to hav e the u n­ 
erring instinct of the homing pigeon, for wherev er she sent them they alway s came 
back. Then she determined to enter literatu re by its back door—jou rnalism. She 
wrote a series of sy ndicate letters abou t the New Orleans Cotton Centennial w hich 
she actu ally sold. Then, after a period of editorial training on the “ Washington 
Post” she retu rned to Toronto and contribu ted to Canadian papers. 
Her work 
as parliamentary correspondent of the “ Montreal Star” attracted attention and 
some delightfu l essay s for “ The Week” showed her in a new v ein. 
In 1888, 
with Miss Lily Lewis she made a trip arou nd the world, writing sy ndicate articles 
along the way and in 1890 irst hit the target of literary su ccess with her u ncon­ 
v entional book of trav els “ A Social Departu re; How Orthodosia and I Went 
Rou nd the World,” the first of her ten or more books, all breezy , chatty stories 
that reflect her personality as natu rally as a rose-jar su ggests roses. 
While girdling the earth she fou nd what determined her life. She met in 
Calcu tta, Mr. Cotes, a professor who had a scientific connection with the Indian 
Mu seu m and had won repu tation in his special field of research, Indian ento­ 
mology . She retu rned to Canada, bu t in 1891 they w?ere married and Mrs. Cotes 
wen. back to India. 
Her writing has v iv acity , wit, hu mor, brilliancy and the 
•charm of frank natu ralness, with the happy knack of hitting off a character or 
a scene in a few v iv id strokes, the same characteristic that makes Kipling’s 
sketches so real, graphic and seemingly spontaneou s. 
In India Mrs. Cotes has 
been engaged in editorial and general literary work, and this transplanted Can­ 
adian has lost none of her sparkle, energy and charm in the new life and romantic 
setting of old India.

Indianapolis, Feb. 10.—By a narrow 
m argin the hou se defeated R epresenta 
tiv e Foor’s bill to abolish the presenl 
law prov iding high school gradu atlor 
or its equ iv alent in the qu alificatk 
for teachers. 
The m em bers from t 
ru ral districts |ined u p against thos^ 
from the cou nties w here the law is fa 
v ored, and they cam e w ithin two v otes 
of winning. 
In v oting to su stain the 
passage of the 
bill, R epresentativ e 
Askren of H arrison cou nty , which con 
tained the first capital.of the state oil 
Indiana, denou nced the high school \ 
produ ct of teachers as a “lot of lov e j 
sick girls and cigarette-sm oking, y el­ 
low-fingered du des, u nfit to teach in 
the pu blic schools.” 
He had a bill 
sim ilar to Foor’s killed. 
The strong 
est su pport cf the m easu re cam e from 
representativ es of cou nties in the dis­ 
tricts along the Ohio riv er. 
R epresen­ 
tativ e Sweeney of P erry cou nty , wrhc 
introdu ced a bill along the sam e lines 
as Foor’s, said tha t the law is the pro­ 
du ct of “G randm other” Cotton, the re 
tiring state su perintendent of pu blic 
instru ction. 
He insisted that it is u n 
fair to the boy s and girls of the state 
who w ant to teach. 
R epresentativ e 
Coble of Du bois cou nty , spoke v igor­ 
ou sly in behalf of the bill, claiming 
that the cities and colleges m u st not 
fu rnish the teachers for “u s back­ 
woods” people. 
“The girl that comes 
from the city doesn’t knew any thing 
abou t the life of u s cou ntry people 
and they don’t fit. 
W e want cou ntrj 
boy s and girls to teach in ou r schools." 
The bill was defeated by a v ote of 46 
to 44. 
In the senate Senator Stotsen- 
bu rg’s bill to repeal the law centraliz­ 
ing cou ntry schools and prov iding foi 
hau ling children to school, was defeat­ 
ed by a v ote of 22 to 20.

He was giv en an indeterm in 
ate sentence of from one to three 
y ears. 
He has serv ed m ore than a 
y ear bey ond his minim u m sentence 
bu t the hoard of m anagers of the in­ 
stitu tion refu sed to parole him. 
U nder the act of 18 8 3, McCoy wou ld 
hav e been entitled to a redu ction of 
six m onths on his sentence for good 
behav ior. McCoy ’s law y ers w rote Gov 
ernor M arshall recently adv ising him 
that the act of 18 8 3 was not repealed 
by the indeterm inate sentence law. 
A ttorney General Bingham rendered 
an opinion holding that McCoy was en 
titled to redu ction in his sentence u n­ 
der the act of 18 8 3. 
U nder this opinion, howev er, a hu n­ 
dred of the worst prisoners m ight hav e 
been released. 
The w arden looked u p 
the law and fou nd the su prem e cou rt 
ru ling that good tim e cou ld not be al­ 
lowed u nder the old law.

Reading 
a statem ent of ex penditu res on the 
canal u p to date, he declared that the 
com pletion of the lock canal wou ld 
cost $400,000,000, and insisted that a 
great m istake had been m ade in not 
adhering to the plans for the bu ilding 
of a sea-lev el w att i way across the 
isthm u s, wnicb he said wou ld be cheap­ 
er than the lock canal. 
Senators For- 
aker and T eller both joined Mr. Kit- 
tredge in declaring the belief that a 
sea-icv el canal shou ld he constru cted, 
a rd Mr. K ittredge said it was not too 
late to abandon the lock project. 
For nearly six hou rs the hou se dis­ 
cu ssed the bill m aterially changing the 
m ethods of adm inistering the Panam a 
canal zone and constru cting the canal. 
Am endm ents alm ost w ithou t nu m ber 
were aim ed a t the m easu re, hu t with 
one or two ex ceptions they failed of 
adoption.

eith er killed or emasculated to a poin t 
of uselessn ess by th at process w’h ich is 
th e salvation of man y a corrupt man ip­ 
ulator. th e process of amen dmen t. 
Predatory 
corporation s, 
predatory 
busin ess association s of differen t sorts 
an d predatory in dividuals h ave th eir 
represen tatives on th e field at Wash ­ 
in gton to w’ard off attack by an y mean s 
th at brain s can devise or mon ey pro­ 
cure an d to obtain desired favors at a 
cost th at W’ill leave a profitable balan ce 
for th e purch aser. Wh en commercial 
tricksters, believin g in th e lobby ists’ 
favorite max im, “Th e People Forget.” 
feel th at th ey h ave outlived th e latest 
reform movemeut an d see “th e good 
old day s” return in g, th e profession al 
politician s in troduce a few* reform 
measures th emselves, most strin gen t 
measures. Th ey push th ese measures 
ah ead un til somebody pay s up, th en 
th e bills die. Th e lobby ist kn ows all 
about th ese “strike” bills, but docs n ot 
frow’ii on th em. 
No, n o. Perh aps h e 
h elped draw’ up on e of th ese bills so 
th at, with th e aid of h is in side kn owl­ 
edge of h is employ er’s busin ess, th e 
measure Is made to give a greater 
scare th an migh t oth erwise h ave re­ 
sulted. 
Th e bigger th e scare th e big 
ger th e fun d advan ced, of course, for 
th e lobby ist to h an dle. 
All th is also 
h elps th e lobby ist to secure an d retain 
employ men t. 
Not all th e Wash in gton lobby ists are 
outside of con gress. 
Th e sen ator or 
con gressman h as un eq ualed facilities 
for oilin g or blockin g th e course of a 
bill. Sometimes h e con fin es h imself to 
th e in terests of h is own clien ts, wh o­ 
ever th ey may 'be. 
But sometimes h e 
n otices a bill th at promises to be a 
pretty good th in g for th e clien t of 
some oth er member if it passes. Th en 
h e begin s to figh t th is bill so actively 
th at h o must be “let in on th e deal” 
h imself. Th is is v ery anno y ing 
to th e 
oth er member, but th e ex perien ce is 
W’orth someth iug. He h as learn ed th e 
value of observin g oth er people's legis­ 
lation . 
Th e outsiders (members of th e “th ird 
h ouse”) an d th e In siders h ave a bon d 
of freemason ry un itin g th em; th ey ex ­ 
ch an ge in formation as to wh at mem­ 
bers of both h ouses can be “reach ed,” 
h ow th ey can lie “got tv)'* (th rough 
wh om) an d h ow’ much th ey w’n n t.
